-I insist that we confine 
ourselves to this line of procedure.

Harder to beat than 4 petrified egg! 
Every man, woman and child who sat 
through two hours and five minutes of 
baseball agony at the local park yes- 
terday stands’ ready to pay this trib- 
ute to the armor-like shell of the 
league's tail-enders.
